The 
motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  3: 

To  see  how  much  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses;  for  repairs;  mainte- 
nance and  construction  of  highways  and  bridges;  for  the  support 
of  the  poor;  Town  Library;  for  Old  Age  Assistance;  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  and  all  other  necessary  Town  charges  and 
expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Robert  Callender  explained  that  the  budget  amount  included 
several  amounts  that  have  been  separate  articles  in  past  years. 

Alden  Minot  questioned  whether  the  figure  of  $206,571.00 
included  $7,000.00  for  the  new  truck  and  was  told  that  it  did 
not.   Alden  Minot  made  a  motion  for  a  budget  in  the  amount  of 
$213,571.00,  seconded  by  Louis  LePouttre.   Motion  carried  and  the 
ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  4: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collec- 
tor's Deeds. 

Tom  Rappa  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report,  seconded  by  Richard  Schulenburg.   Motion  carried 
and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  5: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Alden  Minot  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed 
in  the  Town  Report,  seconded  by  Ernie  Roy.   Motion  carried  and 
the  ayes  prevailed. 
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ARTICLE  6: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$260,000.00  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Bath  Village  Covered 
Bridge  by  Milton  S.  Grayton  Associates.   Construction  is  sched- 
uled for  completion  within  2  years  and  is  to  result  in  a  12  ton 
or  greater  weight  limit.   Funding  is  to  be  accomplished  through  a 
combination  of  a  20  year  municipal  bond,  damage  awards  from  B  &  M 
Railroad  and  donations  from  historical  foundations  and  other 
sources . 

Ernie  Roy  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed  in 
the  Town  Report,  seconded  by  Abby  Brinker. 

Discussion  followed.   Raymond  Martel  stated  that  there  were 
only  30  taxpayers  living  on  the  "other"  side  of  the  bridge  who 
would  be  affected.   William  Minot,  Road  Agent,  explained  that  if 
his  trucks  and  grader  had  to  go  clear  to  Lisbon  to  cross  the 
river,  all  the  taxpayers  would  be  affected  by  the  extra  costs. 

Alden  Minot  commented  that  the  Bridge  was  part  of  our 
history  and  deserved  to  be  preserved.   Ernie  Roy  pointed  out  that 
it  has  been  over  40  years  since  any  work  has  been  done  on  it. 
Other  comments  were  made  by  Randall  Burt  and  Steven  Locke . 
Andrew  Magrauth  explained  the  financial  arrangements. 

James  Lackie  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  motion  to  read  "not 
to  exceed  $260,000.00,  this  sum  to  be  reduced  by  any  other  funds 
available",  seconded  by  Fred  Kaiser.   Motion  carried  and  the  ayes 
prevailed. 

George  Karner  explained  that  the  wording  of  the  Article  had 
been  approved  by  the  Municipal  Association  and  should  not  be 
changed. 

Andrew  Magrauth  made  the  motion  to  return  to  the  original 
wording  of  the  motion,  seconded  by  Gary  Youngman.   Motion  carried 
and  the  ayes  prevailed.   Motion  was  restored  to  the  original 
wording  as  made  by  Ernie  Roy. 

Gerald  Zickler  questioned  how  much  of  a  majority  was  needed 
to  pass  this  Article  and  it  was  explained  that  because  it  would 
require  a  Bond  hearing,  a  2/3rd  majority  of  the  voters  was 
required.   It  was  also  stated  that  a  paper  ballot  was  required. 

Moderator  called  for  the  voters  to  bring  forth  their  bal- 
lots .

ARTICLE  7: 

To  see  if  the  Tovm  will  vote  to  discontinue  any  and  all 
public  rights  (except  reserving  the  rights  of  any  existing 
utility)  it  may  have  to  the  "by-passed"  portion  of  old  Route  302 
beginning  approximately  1050  feet  north  of  the  B  6e  M  Railroad 
overpass  at  the  right  of  way  line  of  new  Route  302  and  running 
southerly  about  4000  feet  ending  at  the  right-of-way  line  of  new 
Route  302.   This  discontinuance  (abandonment)  will  take  effect 
upon  the  day  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  reclassifies  the  afore- 
mentioned road  as  a  Class  VI  highway  (R.S.A.  228:36)  as  part  of 
the  proposed  Route  302  construction. 

A  lengthy  discussion  was  held  with  questions  as  to  the  right 
of  way,  ownership  of  property,  liability  of  Town  if  we  retained 
the  property,  cost  of  maintenance,  policing  etc.   Velma  Ide  made 
a  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report, 
seconded  by  William  Minot.   Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  pre- 
vailed. 

ARTICLE  8: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
s\im  of  $9,000.00  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  acquisition 
of  Road  Maintenance  Equipment  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
this  sum  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund, 

Paul  LaFond  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  Article  is  to 
make  sure  that  the  Town  took  possession  of  the  Revenue  Sharing 
Funds  so  that  we  would  not  lose  out  on  them. 

George  Karner  made  the  motion  to  accept  this  Article  as 
printed  in  the  Town  Report,  seconded  by  Diana  Rappa.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  9: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $32,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  and  dtimp  body 
for  highway  department  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $25,000.00 
of  this  amount  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  new  road  mainte- 
nance equipment.   (Specifications  for  said  truck  to  come  from  the 
Road  Agent) .   (by  Petition) 

William  Minot,  Road  Agent,  explained  that  our  present  truck 
is  10  years  old  and  frequently  in  the  garage  for  repairs  which 
usually  cost  around  $300.00.   The  down  time  is  also  expensive  and 
causes  delays.   Steve  Locke  disagreed. 

Randall  Burt  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as 
printed  in  the  Town  Report,  seconded  by  John  Lees.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 


ARTICLE  10: 

Shall  we  adopt  the  provision  of  RSA  72:37  for  the  exemption 
of  the  blind  from  property  tax?   The  statute  provides  that  every 
inhabitant  who  is  legally  blind  shall  be  exempt  from  property  tax 
on  a  residence  to  the  value  of  $15,000.00  (by  Petition) 

Betty  Minot  made  the  comments  that  we  should  not  give 
exemptions  to  the  blind  because  that  would  be  unfair  to  other 
types  of  handicaps  and  raise  the  chance  that  they  too  would  want 
exemptions.   Furthermore,  simply  because  a  person  is  blind  does 
not  necessarily  mean  that  they  are  poor.   Exemptions  should  be 
made  on  a  case  by  case  basis. 

Ernie  Roy  made  a  motion  to  pass  over  this  Article,  seconded 
by  Betty  Minot.   Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 
ARTICLE  11: 

To  see  if  the  Voters  of  Bath  will  direct  the  Selectmen  to 
include  in  the  1986  Town  Report,  a  detailed  report  of  the  Trust 
Funds  of  the  Town  of  Bath,  including  name  of  fund,  principal  of 
fund,  interest  earned,  and  purpose  of  fund,  (customarily  done 
prior  to  1980)  (by  Petition) 

William  Minot  made  the  comment  that  these  reports  have 
always  been  available  prior  to  1980  and  since  there  are  several 
different  types  of  Trust  Funds,  it  is  the  right  of  the  citizens 
to  know  the  details.   Nelson  Chamberlin  made  the  comment  that 
this  would  entail  alot  of  extra  work. 

John  Lees  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed 
in  the  Town  Report,  seconded  by  Diana  Rappa .   Motion  carried  and 
the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  12: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oppose  the  burial,  storage, 
transportation  and  production  of  high  level  radioactive  waste  in 
the  Town  of  Bath  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire;  and  to  call  upon 
Congress  to  conduct  an  independent  investigation  with  full  public 
participation  into  the  feasibility  and  prudence  of  the  US  Depart- 
ment of  Energy's  (D.O.E.)  present  plan  to  dispose  of  radioactive 
waste  and  into  the  D.O.E. 's  competence  to  carry  out  such  a  plan, 
(by  Petition) 

Richard  Sawyer  made  the  motion  to  pass  over  this  Article, 
seconded  by  Ernie  Roy.   Motion  did  not  carry  and  the  nay's 
prevailed. 
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Louise  LePouttre  made  the  motion  to  oppose  the  burial, 
storage,  transportation  and  production  of  high  level  radioactive 
waste  in  the  Town  of  Bath  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  to 
accept  the  Article  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report,  seconded  by 
Richard  Schulenburg.   Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  13: 

To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
this  meeting. 

Comments  were  made  by  Steve  Locke  for  the  Selectmen  to  seek 
funding  for  housing  grants.

Nelson  Chamberlin  made  the  motion  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
Vote  to  authorize  for,  accept,  and  expend  such  Federal,  State  or 
other  Governmental  unit  or  private  source  of  funding  which 
becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95B, 
seconded  by  Tom  Sawyer.

The  Town  owned  Water  Works 

At  the  present  time  there  are  34  families  and  the  Bath  Village  School  on  the  water  system.  The 
spring  from  which  the  town  water  comes  from  has  been  satisfactory  for  the  past  year  with  one 
exception. 

We  as  a  Board  suggest  that  a  Water  District  be  formed  from  the  users  and  that  they  be 
empowered  to  set  fees  and  with  those  fees  maintain  the  system.  The  Town  would  turn  the  spring 
over  to  the  District.  Letters  suggesting  the  formation  of  the  district  have  been  sent  to  the  users. 

The  Bath  Covered  Bridge 

The  repairs  are  coming  along  and  the  contractor  feels  that  he  will  finish  the  project  on  time. 
(Fall  of  87) 

The  Galand  Locke  Road 

This  road  was  completely  washed  out  in  a  storm  this  summer.  This  caused  the  road  crew  many 
hours  of  hard  labor  and  a  cost  to  the  town  of  approximately  $30,000.

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BATH  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

1986  was  an  active  year  for  the  Bath  Volunteer  Fire  Department  (BVFD).  Perhaps  the  most 
significant  accomplishment  is  that  the  BVFD  Insurance  Fire  Rating  of  the  Town  was  upgraded 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  BVFD  and  is  now  equal  or  higher  than  any  of  the  area  fire  departments. 
This  has  reduced  the  fire  insurance  premiums  that  Bath  homeowners  pay  each  year. 

The  condition  of  the  Fire  Station  is  a  major  concern.  This  building  is  in  serious  disrepair  and  is 
much  too  small  for  the  fire  apparatus  that  the  Fire  Department  has  for  the  service  of  the 
community.  For  example,  the  rear  retaining  wall  continues  to  slide  out  despite  our  efforts  to 
shore  it  up  and  the  door  opening  clearance  for  several  of  our  trucks  is  less  than  four  inches. 
Because  of  the  low  ceilings  it  is  not  possible  to  install  proper  overhead  doors  on  the  truck  bays 
which  slows  down  response  time.  The  upstairs  meeting  facility  is  unheated  and  unfinished  and 
cannot  be  used  for  its  intended  purpose.  As  a  result  the  biweekly  business  and  training  meetings 
are  held  in  a  small  10  by  12  foot  office. 

Due  to  these  problems,  an  article  has  been  included  in  this  year's  town  report  to  establish  a 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  or  rebuilding  the  Fire  Station. 

Plans  for  a  water  supply  to  be  located  in  the  center  of  Bath  are  proceeding.  Progress  is  slower 
than  anticipated  due  to  delays  in  obtaining  necessary  easements  and  the  time  to  find  sources  of 
necessary  hardware  that  can  be  obtained  at  low  cost.  The  first  phase  of  the  installation  of  this 
water  system  is  scheduled  for  implementation  during  this  year. 

The  BVFD  continues  to  provide  several  Community  Services.  The  Department  assisted  Bath 
residents  in  burning  brush,  fields,  and  old  building,  and  cleaned  over  two  dozen  chimneys.  These 
efforts  are  an  excellent  fire  prevention  measure  and  also  provide  the  Fire  Fighters  the 
opportunity  to  improve  their  skills. 

The  BVFD  sponsored  the  Annual  Turkey  Supper  which  is  a  major  fund  raising  activity.  This 
activity  was  supplemented  by  a  very  active  Ladies  Auxiliary,  which  held  several  successful 
"yard  sales"  during  the  summer  months.  The  funds  generated  by  these  activities  are  used  for  the 
purchase  of  protective  gear  and  communications  equipment. 

The  BVFD  remains  one  of  the  fully  unpaid  and  truly  volunteer  fire  departments  in  New 
England  and  the  only  such  department  in  New  Hampshire.  The  Department  has  grown  to  17 
members,  an  increase  of  three  over  last  year.  The  BVFD  meets  twice  each  month.  Half  of  these 
meetings  are  for  the  purpose  of  training  and  maintenance  of  the  Department's  equipment. 

The  BVFD  is  an  active  participant  in  Twin  State  Mutual  Aid.  This  facility  keeps  the  BVFD  in 
close  working  partnership  with  the  Fire  Departments  in  the  nearby  communities.  As  a  result, 
Bath  is  supported  not  only  with  its  own  apparatus,  but  with  additional  pumpers,  tank  trucks, 
ladder  trucks,  and  manpower  which  are  within  5  minutes  from  the  center  of  Bath. 

The  BVFD  continues  its  commitment  of  providing  the  best  possible  fire  protection  to  Bath  and 
surrounding  towns  at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  taxpayers.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1985  and  June  1986,  we  experienced  fewer  fires  than  normal.  The  two  leading 
causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children  and  fires  kindled  without  written  permission  of  a 
Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Contact  your 
Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry 
officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated,  call 
your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  became  responsible  for  the  timber  tax  payment  starting  April  1, 
1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law  that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact 
your  Board  of  Selectmen  for  timber  tax  forms.

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ROAD  AGENTS  REPORT 

In  1986  we  have  continued  to  upgrade  our  gravel  roads.  Ditch  work  has  been  done  on  Hill 
Road,  Plains  Road,  Porter  Road,  West  Bath  Road,  Galand  Locke  Road  and  part  of  Goose  Lane. 
Gravel  has  also  been  added  to  these  roads. 

Due  to  the  generous  offer  of  FREE  use  of  a  bulldozer  for  several  days  from  William  Presby,  we 
started  widening  and  improving  a  section  of  the  Cross  Road  from  Silas  Locke  to  West  Bath. 
While  we  were  in  the  middle  of  this  project  we  had  a  major  washout  on  the  Galand  Locke  Road. 
lYz  miles  of  this  road  was  completely  washed  out.  Several  pieces  of  rental  equipment,  as  well  as 
6000  yards  of  rock,  plus  any  stone  walls  we  could  get  beside  the  road  were  needed  to  bring  the 
road  back  to  its  normal  level.  1000  yards  of  gravel  was  added  to  make  the  road  smooth  enough  for 
snow  removal.  The  cost  of  this  washout  to  date  is  $30,000.00.  This  has  put  a  heavy  burden  on  the 
budget  for  the  second  half  of  the  year.  Many  culvert  replacements,  sealing  projects,  and  other 
planned  projects  were  stalled  due  to  lack  of  funds. 

Special  thanks  go  to  Morrill  Construction,  Carroll  Nihan  Construction,  and  Tyler  Brothers 
Construction  and  the  other  towns  for  their  help  on  this  project. 

The  new  truck  has,  as  we  expected,  cut  our  repair  costs  and  down-time  immensely. 

Additional  equipment  proposed  will  be  a  second  sander  as  traffic  increases  are  making  it 
impossible  to  do  a  satisfactory  job  with  one  sander,  particularly,  in  the  case  of  ice  storms. 

We  will  be  working  on  a  5  to  10  year  highway  improvement  plan  in  1987  with  input  from  the 
Planning  Board  and  outside  technical  advice. 

Putting  in  culverts  and  sealing  of  tar  roads  will  be  priorities  in  1987. 

Gravel  yardage  for  the  year  totaled  5,532  yards.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

1986  was  a  year  of  several  changes  worthy  of  note.  After  struggling  along  for  some  time  with 
an  incomplete  roster,  even  finding  ourselves  without  a  quorum  at  some  meetings,  we  once  again 
are  at  our  full  7  member  strength.  At  present,  however,  we  have  only  one  of  three  alternates  we 
are  allowed.  Hopefully,  this  deficiency  will  be  corrected. 

The  three  most  recently  appointed  members  of  the  Board  are:  W.  Michael  Todd,  Randall  Burt, 
and  Anthony  Bartolini.  George  Minot,  a  most  valued  member  of  the  Board  since  its  inception  in 
1971,  resigned  his  position.  His  selfless  contributions  of  time  and  talent  have  been  invaluable  and 
his  wit  and  wisdom  are  sorely  missed. 

During  the  year,  a  large  amount  of  time  and  energy  went  into  a  revision  of  the  Subdivision 
Regulations  originally  adopted  in  1972.  The  revisions  were  printed  and  formally  adopted 
October  2,  1986.  Copies  are  available  free  of  charge  to  Bath  taxpayers  and  for  a  $2.00  fee  for 
others. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  duties  of  the  Planning  Board,  members  have  attended  conferences, 
seminars,  and  lectures  in  an  effort  to  be  better  informed  and  up-to-date  on  issues  concerning 
their  area  of  responsibility. 

The  long-awaited  Master  Plan  is  in  its  final  stages  at  this  writing.  Research  has  been  done, 
informational  material  gathered,  surveys  analyzed,  goals  and  objectives  formulated  for  this 
complex  document.  We  extend  to  all  who  have  expended  time  and  effort  on  this  project  sincere 
gratitude  and  appreciation.  This  information  is  currently  in  the  hands  of  the  North  Country 
Council  for  some  graphics  work  and  assemblage  of  material  prior  to  a  final  revue  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  actual  printing.  Once  copies  are  available,  a  public  hearing  will  be  held  to 
present  the  Plan  to  the  townspeople  and  to  receive  their  comments.  Should  the  document  be 
acceptable,  it  would  be  adopted  by,  and  become  a  guide  for,  the  Planning  Board  in  the 
performance  of  its  duties.  Following  adoption,  the  Master  Plan  should  be  reviewed  and  up-dated 
periodically  since  changes  will  continue  to  occur  and  what  is  appropriate  today  may  be  contrary 
to  the  conditions  prevalent  in  the  future. 

Further,  it  must  be  understood  that  a  Master  Plan  alone  will  not  guarantee  the  desired  results 
as  the  Town  grows  in  population.  Other  tools  will  be  needed  including  Zoning  and  Site  Plan 
review.  Zoning  allows  a  town  to  control  density  and  timing  of  development  as  well  as  other 
procedures  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  a  town.  Site  plan  review  enables 
a  Planning  Board  to  evaluate  plans  for  non-residential  uses  as  well  as  multi-family  dwelling 
units  whether  or  not  subdivision  is  involved.  It  is  imperative  that  these  measures  be  adopted  to 
enable  the  town  to  control  and  guide  growth  satisfactorily. 

To  quote  from  a  recent  advisory  from  our  attorney;  " a  Planning  Board  cannot  turn  to  the 

master  plan  and  find  the  basis  for  rejecting  a  proposed  development.  The  master  plan  contains 
recommendations  by  the  Planning  Board  which  are  then  carried  out  in  changes  to  an  existing 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  Subdivision  Regulations  and  the  establishment  of  a  capital  improvement 
program."  Therefore,  the  Planning  Board  appeals  to  those  who  have  a  concern  for  the  future  of 
Bath  to  come  forward  and  assist  in  the  formulation  of  these  documents. 

Another  concern  is  that  of  water  supply  in  terms  of  both  quality  and  quantity.  In  some  areas  of 
intensive  growth,  pollutants  and  sewage  disposal  have  contaminated  water  supplies  to  an 
alarming  extent.  We  recommend  that  the  Conservation  Commission  make  every  effort  to 
designate  water  supply  sources,  aquifers  and  recharge  areas  so  that  development  does  not 
destroy  these  valuable  resources.  Other  unique  natural  assets  should  also  be  charted. 

In  recent  months,  we  have  seen  an  increased  awareness  of,  and  interest  in,  the  work  of  the 
Planning  Board.  We  are  encouraged  and  appreciative  of  the  involvement  of  all  who  care  about 
our  town. 

The  regular  meeting  is  on  the  2nd  Friday  of  each  month  at  8  PM  and  all  are  welcome.  Other 
sessions  may  be  held  as  needed  and  are  announced  at  the  monthly  meeting. 
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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

We  appreciate  the  opportunity  to  submit  the  following  report  in  our  continuing  effort  to 
directly  communicate  with  our  constituents,  realizing  your  concerns  and  our  accountability  for  a 
fiscally  conservative  budget. 

We  have  heard  that  budget  message  and  continually  strive  to  meet  mandated  and  essential 
services  in  the  most  efficient  and  effective,  yet  economical  manner  possible.  This  has  been 
reflected  in  tight  county  budgets  the  last  two  years,  resulting  in  decreased  county  tax 
requirements.  Some  towns  may  have  seen  increased  county  taxes  due  to  evaluation  and 
apportionment  formula  used  by  the  N.H.  Department  of  Revenue  Administration.  However, 
public  services  at  the  county  level  still  usually  reflect  more  equitable  distribution  of  tax  dollars. 
County  tax  averages  6.2%  of  base  property  taxes. 

The  county  is  facing  the  same  problems  in  the  insurance  market  as  the  towns.  However,  we 
have  joined  in  the  N.H.  Municipal  Association's  insurance  programs  for  most  coverage  needs  at 
reasonable  cost.  We  shall  also  have  to  deal  with  the  loss  of  Revenue  Sharing  funds  in  the  next 
budget. 

It  is  too  early  to  make  a  comprehensive  report  on  the  new  welfare  system  under  Senate  Bill-1. 
We  do  know  that  with  the  change  in  program  liabilities,  county  costs  will  substantially  increase, 
and  towns  should  realize  a  decrease  in  welfare  assistance  payments.  County  focus  under  SB-1  is 
to  serve  the  needs  of  the  children,  the  elderly  and  disabled.  Because  the  north  country  is  growing 
with  changing  needs,  growth  in  the  elderly  population,  and  expanded  service  requirements,  we 
must  look  to  the  future  to  meet  those  needs. 

The  House  of  Correction  occupancy  figures  have  grown  dramatically  due  to  week-end 
sentencing,  new  DWI  laws,  and  continuous  one  year  sentencing  to  avoid  incarceration  at  state 
prison,  causing  overcrowding  at  the  Correctional  facility.  One  option  now  under  consideration  is 
the  construction  of  a  two  story  dormitory  type  addition  for  30  beds.  The  result  would  be  a  net 
increase  of  18  beds  meeting  space  standards  under  a  plan  in  line  with  previous  jail  study 
recommendations,  and  at  far  less  cost  than  a  new  facility. 

The  farm  continues  to  be  self-supporting,  provides  work  for  inmates,  and  offers  access  for 
experimental  projects.  The  Register  of  Deeds  net  profit  margin  is  3.6%  of  county  revenues.  The 
Sheriffs  Department  provides  essential  services  in  transport,  superior  court,  dispatch,  and  other 
law  enforcement  activities,  with  increased  revenue  in  fees.  The  Nursing  Home  is  one  of  the  finest 
in  the  state. 

We  are  proud  of  our  county;  of  the  dedicated  staff,  exemplary  services  and  high  standard 
facilities. 

Commissioners  meet  weekly,  and  encourage  public  attendance.  We  welcome  facility  tours. 

Our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Council  is  a  regional  non-profit,  public  agency  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45  and  is 
responsible  for  providing  its  member  communities  assistance  in  local  community  planning, 
economic  development,  solid  waste,  transportation,  and  various  other  community  services. 
Besides  the  direct  assistance  the  Council  provides  each  member  community,  it  is  an  advocate  for 
all  North  Country  towns  in  legislative  and  funding  issues  at  the  state  and  federal  governments. 

Growth  and  development  is  no  longer  unique  to  southern  New  Hampshire;  North  Country 
towns  are  experiencing  similar  growth  pressures.  The  Council  recognizes  the  impacts  associated 
with  this  development  to  schools,  roads,  waste  disposal,  water,  etc.  The  Council  is  dedicated  to 
assisting  town  officials  with  these  complicated  issues.  Because  most  of  the  Council  member 
towns  do  not  have  a  staff  of  their  own  to  do  the  research,  answer  the  questions  and  respond  to 
incoming  requests,  the  Council  has  revised  the  way  we  help  member  towns.  Now,  each  town  has 
a  staff  person  assigned  to  assist  the  local  officials  of  that  town  with  their  daily  needs.  In  this  way, 
the  Council  serves  its  membership  more  efficiently. 

In  Bath,  the  Council  assisted  with  Master  Planning,  specifically  the  Socio- Economic,  Natural 
Resources,  and  Town  Finance  Sections.  We  also  provided  technical  assistance  concerning 
Dredge  and  Fill  Permits.  The  Council  continued  to  provide  technical  assistance  to  the  Bath 
Covered  Bridge  Committee  concerning  financing  and  highway  regulations.  We  also  provided 
computerized  tax  billing  services  to  the  community. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  master  planning  and  improvement  in  local 
land  use  controls.  New  state  mandates  and  commercial  and  residential  growth  in  several  towns 
have  created  busy  work  loads  for  planning  boards.  The  Council's  assistance  takes  many  forms: 
regional  workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update,  and  assistance  on  a  regular  or 
one-time  basis  for  subdivision  and  site  plan  applications. 

The  Council  again  co-sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  series  with  the  NH  Municipal 
Association.  The  Law  Lecture  this  year  covered  such  topics  as  local  planning  board  procedures, 
administration  and  enforcement  of  ordinances  and  review  of  recent  court  cases  and  state  law 
changes  regarding  local  land  use  planning. 

Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country  towns  in  solving  local  and 
regional  problems.  We  rely  on  and  appreciate  the  involvement  of  town  officials  and  residents  and 
look  forward  to  assisting  your  town  this  coming  year. 
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TRI-COUNTY  COMMUNITY  ACTION 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  of  the  Woodsville 
Community  Action  outreach  program.  Because  of  the  funds  that  we  received  from  yours  and 
other  area  towns,  we  were  able  to  help  170  families  with  approximately  512  household  members 
in  the  whole  outreach  area  with  different  needs  such  as  emergency  food  and  housing,  seeds 
through  the  Green  Thumb  program,  budget  counseling  and  referrals  to  other  agencies. 

During  the  1985-86  Fuel  Assistance  program  we  helped  15  families  in  Bath  with  assistance 
totaling  $6,338.77  fuel  benefits.  Another  $26,765.22  in  U.S.D.A.  products  were  distributed  in  the 
Woodsville  Outreach  area,  including  the  site  in  Bath. 

Because  of  the  elimination  of  the  County  Welfare  Assistance  program  this  past  year,  we  have 
noticed  a  large  increase  in  the  demand  for  our  Outreach  services.  Your  town's  contribution  to  our 
program  will  help  keep  people  off  your  town's  welfare  rolls. 

This  Outreach  center  has  salary  and  office  expenses  paid  for  six  months  of  the  year  by  the  Fuel 
Assistance  program  grant.  The  funds  to  keep  the  office  open  the  other  six  months  come  from 
your  town  and  those  of  your  neighbor's. 

This  year  we  would  like  to  request  funding  assistance  for  the  Woodsville  Outreach  of  $300.00. 
We  would  be  pleased  if  this  could  be  put  on  your  town's  warrant  for  a  vote  this  year. 

If  you  have  any  questions,  or  would  like  me  to  come  to  a  meeting,  I  will  be  happy  to  hear  from 
you.

A  summary  of  our  service  to  your  town  will  be  sent  as  soon  as  the  year-end  figures  have  been 
compiled.

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COTTAGE  HOSPITAL 

Volunteer  Ambulance  Service,  Woodsville,  NH 

We've  done  some  extra  work  this  year  trying  to  develop  a  comprehensive  plan  to  assure  our 
future  ability  to  deliver  good  emergency  medical  services  to  our  member  towns.  These  reports 
reflect  some  of  our  efforts  and  we  hope  they  will  help  you  and  your  budget  committee  to 
understand  our  needs. 

The  first  report  is  our  operating  budget.  We  were  unable  to  reduce  the  principal  balance  on 
our  back-up  ambulance  this  year.  When  we  bought  the  back-up  ambulance  in  the  spring  of  1985, 
we  had  about  $7,500  to  buy  this  $24,600  vehicle.  With  trade  this  left  a  balance  of  $13,500.  By  the 
end  of  1986,  we  will  have  deposited  all  of  the  town  contributions  received  during  this  year  into  a 
vehicle  replacement  capital  reserve  fund.  With  this  fund,  we  expect  to  be  able  to  reduce  this 
principal  balance  on  Unit  2  to  around  $6,000  in  January.  Just  as  our  directors  established  a 
vehicle  replacement  fund  for  deposits  of  town  contributions,  they  set  up  a  fund  for  equipment  to 
be  funded  by  personal  donations.  We  received  and  expended  about  $300  toward  equipment  in 
this  way  last  year.  We  presently  need  two  stretchers  ($800)  each,  and  are  contemplating  an  auto 
defibrillator  ($6,000)  for  use  with  heart  attacks.  These  have  to  be  funded  from  our  operating 
budget  if  we  go  ahead  on  these  items. 

The  second  report  is  our  Vehicle  Replacement  Schedule.  This  is  our  attempt  to  establish  a 
workable  ten  year  plan  for  our  vehicles.  We  use  75,000  miles  as  the  cut-off  point  on  our  #1 
ambulance  as  this  unit  is  run  hard.  We  are  just  now  starting  to  experience  difficulties  with  this 
vehicle  at  50,000  miles.  For  each  year  shown,  the  town  contribution  received  in  January  is  that 
requested  in  the  previous  year.  A  4%  per  annum  inflation  factor  has  been  used  in  establishing  the 
annual  requests  in  order  to  provide  smooth  continuity  from  year  to  year. 

The  third  report  is  on  the  calculations  of  each  town's  share  of  the  total  appropriation  due.  The 
formula  and  figures  are  from  the  Twinstate  Fire  Mutual  Aid  dispatch  at  the  Grafton  County 
Sheriff's  Office.  Use  of  this  standardized  formula  marks  a  departure  from  our  previous  use  of 
calls  only  in  determining  each  town's  share.  This  helps  reduce  the  distortions  caused  by  using 
runs  as  the  only  basis  in  these  calculations.  An  example  of  such  a  distortion  occurs  in  Haverhill 
where  the  County  Farm  gives  us  a  fair  number  of  transfers.  Even  though  County  Farm  patients 
are  not  contributing  to  the  Haverhill  tax  structure,  they  do  get  counted  in  the  Haverhill  runs. 
The  amount  requested  from  your  town  is  shown  at  the  far  right  side  of  your  town's  line. 

This  year  we  addressed  the  issue  of  calls  from  non-member  towns.  We  still  maintain  our  policy 
of  going  wherever  we're  needed.  We  will  now  be  charging  a  much  higher  rate  to  patients  from 
non-member  towns  in  an  effort  to  get  them  to  use  the  ambulance  service  that  is  contracted  to 
serve  their  town. 

For  your  continued  support,  your  town  shares  over  $70,000  worth  of  vehicles  and  equipment 
operated  continuously  by  professional  and  volunteer  attendants  as  members  of  the  non-profit 
corporation.  We  appreciate  your  help.
